Information Disclosure Statement 

In view of Pfaff v. Walls Ele ctronics. Inc. 525 U.S. 119 S. Ct. 304 (1998). 
applicant discloses that more that one year prior to the filing date of the parent of this 
application, applicant received a request for a quote based on drawings. At that time, 
there had been experimental tests on waste water contaminated very predominantly 
with a ferromagnetic metal (iron), but the applicant had never tried the invention on 
v^ste water contaminated with non-ferrous metal. Because of the differences v\^th 
magnetic properties between ferromagnetic metals such as iron and non-ferrous 
metals. Jt was not scientifically predictable that the invention would remove non-ferrous 
metals before it has been tried on non-ferrous metals merely because it worked on a 
ferromagnetic metal. Consequently, the applicant was not able, at that point, to know 
the full scope of the invention. 



The invention was not successfully tried on a non-ferrous metal (copper) until 
well after the critical date. Consequently, the invention was not yet ready for patenting 
until it had been tried on non-fen-ous metals, which did not occur until less than one 
year prior to the filing date of the parent application per the second requirement of 
Pfaff.
